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THE DEPUTIES CAPTURED 


Caucus Triumph Against Strong Opposition 
END OF JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE 


The largest meeting in the history of the Board 
of Deputies assembled on Sunday when the first 
meeting of the new session following the elec- 
tions of Deputies was held. Altogether 339 
Deputies were present and the visitors’ gallery 
was packed to capacity. The meeting lasted 
four hours. 

A quarter of an hour before the meeting was 
due to begin the Adolph Tuck Hall was crowded 
and no more seats were available. Members 
entering were carefully checked to assure that 
they were duly elected Deputies. 

The evidence of careful organisation on the 
pari of Mr. Bakstansky's caucus was plain. The 
caucus members sat mostly together with Mr. 
Bakstansky on the front bench as leader and 
when the motion on the Joint Foreign Com- 
mitiee came up, the indefatigable Mr. Bakstan- 
sky had a requisition for a ballot duly signed by 
thirty members ready to hand in. This vote 
was taken by separating into opposite lobbies, 
and the caucus supporters were adroitly shep- 
A “ Whip ” 
had been sent round beforehand to each Deputy 
making plain the line of voting and the persons 
to vote into office as decided by the caucus.

Vieceting Efficiently Handled 
The handling of the meeting by the President, 


- Professor Brodetsky, was very efficiently carried 


out. He himself refrained from speaking on 
the main issues, i.¢c., the proposal to abolish the 
Joint Foreign Committee and the election of the 
other three Hon. Officers (the President being 
unopposed). 

The meeting was, despite the very stron 
feeling which prevailed and the temperature o 
the hall, commendably orderly. There were a 
number of able speeches, mostly delivered with 

ood humour and restraint, though Mr. P. 
vedo heroically defying the temperature, 
induiged in somewhat more vigorous rhetorical 
exercise. 

There seems little doubt that a considerable 
body of Deputies who are Zionists refrained 
from following the caucus “ whip.” Neverthe- 
less, the caucug largely triumphed. The Joint 
Foreign Committee was destroyed by them 
“according to plan” by some six votes. Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen, who did not attend, was 
turned out of office—again according to plan. 
And their nominee, Professor Samson Wright, 
was elected a Vice-President. 
~ The total number of Deputies elected to date 
is 420. 

Asa result of the voting, the motion by Mr. L. 
Bak sSTansky (Lodzer) that the Board shall at its next 


meeting elect a Committee for Foreign Affairs, to - 


consist of the four Hon. Officers, ex-officio, and 
fifteen additional members of the Board, the Chair- 
man of this Committee to be the President of the 
Board, was adopted. ; 

At the beginning of the meeting, the President, 
Professor S. Bropersxy (Leeds, United) read a letter 
from Sir Robert Waley Cohen (United Synagogue) 
conveying his deep regret that an imperative engage- 
gient of very long standing made. it impossible for 
him to attend the meeting.

GENERAL SIKORSKI 
AND THE JEWS 
The Polish Political Situation 


[By our Polish Correspondent) 


The death of General Sikorski is a great low to 
J , and particularly to Polish Jewry. Although 
ip early days the General's attitude towards 
‘ows was not well-defined, this changed in tater 
years, notably after he became head of the Polish 

overnmment. He realised how mistaken was the 
ores of the “ Colonels’ regime” in Poland 

ore the war and its disastrous effect on the fate 
of his nation. A clear-thinking statesman, General 
Sikorski set out, immediately he assumed power, 
to create a better understanding between Pole and 
Jew. Hence his numerous deciarations guarantee- 
ing full equality to Jews in the future Poland. 

General Sikorski fully realised that Jewry'’s [ree- 
dom in Poland would not only accord with the 
ancient traditional Polish spirit of tolerance, but 
would be the test of her future democracy in the 
oe of the world. He publicly denounced anti- 
itism™ ON Many Occasions and repeatedly referred 
to his order to his troops of August $5, 1940, in which 
he forbade any discrimination against Jews 

Whether his polscy will be followed by his suc- 
cessor 1 8 question which must concern every Jew 
M. Mikolajczyk, who- now becomes, temporarily, 
head of the Polish Government. has so far not seas 
any declarations, as dei General Sikorski, by which 
his attitude to the Jewish question could be defined 
As leader of the Polish Peasant Party, be «. in effect, 
the chief protagonist of the democratic nieals for 
which ltiis party stands. And to the cred of that 
party, i must be said that when the Endcks were 
spreading wildly anti-Semitic propaganda and pro- 
voking riots and disturbances (activities which were 
winked ai by the Skladkowski regime), the Peasant 
Party held aioof, 


A Good Augury ? 


This was certainly due to the stand taken by the 
leaders of the party, which Jews may take as a good 
augury. it may be pointed out that-also included 
in the present Polish Government is Professor Kot, 
the Minwter of Information, who is not only a 


Peasant leader himself but was aiso a tife-lon 
colleague and co-worker of the .late Gonerai 
Sikorsk: in many ways he exercised great influence 


over the General's policy, particularly as regards 
the Jewish question, on which he has always main- 
tained a progressive and enlightened outlook 

The present problem is whether Ministers Mikola}- 
czyk and Kot will be able to exercise sufficient 
influence in the right direction’ They will be backed 
im cespect of the Jewish question by them Socialist 
colicagues, Jan Stancryk and Jan Kwapinski. The 
former is well known for his championship of the 
rights of the Jewish people 
Of the remaining four Ministers in the Polish 
Cabinet, two are Endeks, while the other two 
members belong to the Christian Socialist Party, 
which latterly has adopted a more liberal attitude 
towards Jews, in line with General Sikorski's polcy 

Another question which arises i whether the 
nsesent Polish Coalition Government will be able 
to Carry on as itis. Poles believe that it will. The 
intention is to separate the two offices held by the 
late General, that of Prime Minister and Com- 
mander-in-_ het 

It is anticipated that while the new Commander- 
in<chief will be & non-party man, as was General 
Sikorski, the Cabinet will coctinue to be representa- 
tive of the four maim Polish political parties, of which 
the Peasant and Socialist Parties appear to have most 
influence and, incidentally, have the largest followin 
in Poland. As long as this balance s maintaine 
there is a guarantee that Jews can confidently capect 
the maintenance of the . Sikorski policy towards 
them 


YISHUV’S MASS PETITION 


Sent to High Commissioner and 
Allied Governments 


The mass petition by Palestinian Jewry appealing 
to the Governments of the United Nations to take 
effective measures forthwith to save the remnants 
of the Jewish people in Europe was handed last 
Friday to the High Commissioner, Sir Harold 
MacMichael, by Mr, Isaac Ben-Zvi, President of the 
Vaad Leumi. It was accompanied by a detailed 
memorandum expressing the deep anxiety felt 
throughout the Yishuv for the fate of their brethren 
in Europe. 

The petition, which was signed on June 15, 
Palestine Jewry's day of mourning, by 253,500 men 
and women over the age of 18, and a special ee

secondly. the policy was a product of the Munich 
appeasement period, and thus will become obsolete 
alter the war.

POLISH NATIONALS AND 
MILITARY SERVICE 


A Sharp Commons Debate 


On the adjournment last weck several members 
—— a calling-up advertisement of the Polish 

overnment, Nowhere in this notice, said Mr. 
Silverman (Lab., Nelson and Colne), was there any 
reference to the Act of Parliament giving the Polish 
Government the right to call up their citizens in this 
country, nor to the fact that those persons were not 
obliged to obey the notice at all, They might, if they 
chose—he said it was entirely at their own discretion 
—jom our Forces instead, but the advertisement did 
not. refer to that at all. Speaking of the kind of 
persons affected, Mr. Silverman said very many were 
people who had not been in Poland since they were 
a few months old. There were also political refugees 
who sought asylum here before the war. To hand 
those people over against their will to the power of 
the Polish authorities would be iniquitous, however 
well-intentioned the present Polish Government 
might be, and he thought were. The advertisement 
was a breach of the agreement made between our 
own Government and other Governments, “ If you 
have reached an agreement that a man should have 
a free unfettered choice to join the British Army or 
the Polish Army, it is a breach of that agreement to 
Say that you reserve the right to shoot him as a 
traitor because he exercises the option you have 
given him.” Mr, Silverman argued against Mr. 
Ralph Etherton (Con., Stretford) that in fact this 
was what the advertisement did do. 


For These Who Were Misied 


. Mr. A. Edwards (Lab... E. Middlesbrough), who 
had originally raised the matter in a question to the 
Poreign Secretary about a constituent of his who 
was only nominatly a Polish subject, said there 
were people here who lived in terror of being handed 
back to “ certain people.” He suggested that to 
show there was no backstairs understanding, Mr. 
Eden should ask the Polish authorities to extend to 
people who joined the Polish Forces through a mis- 
understanding a period of time in which they could 
freely transfer to the British Forces 

Mr. Etherton hoped the Government Would con- 


to encourage the nationals of all our Allies 


fo serve in the forces of their own countries. The 
notice, he declared, was a perfectly proper notice, 
in accordance with the laws of Poland. Mr. J. J 
Lawson (Lab., Chester-le-Sereet) followed, saying 
he had been puzzled to know why this position arose 
in respect of the Polish Government and not, so far 
as he knew, in respect of any of the other Govern- 
fienis im this couniry. e begged the Polish 
Government to understand that there was no ill- 
feeling on this matter, and that those who were very 


great admirers of the Polish cause would like to see — 


the spirit of the Act shown by the Governments 
domiciled in this country. ; 


Geovernament’s View 


Mr. Richard Law, Foreign Under-Secretary, in 
replying, said it was less than half an hour before 
he got to his feet that he knew the matter was to be 
raised, although that was no fault of Mr. Silver- 
man’s. He sketched just what the Allicd Powers 
(War Service) Act did. At the time he thought it 
was fairly well known that some of the Allied 
Governments would have been very willing that they 
should have powers in this country noi only to call 
up their nationals but to enforce the call-up of their 
nationals. His Majesty's Government. for one 
redson and another, did not see their way clear to 
giving that power, but what they did do under the 
Act was to-.recognise their power ‘to call up their 
nationals. Answering points put by Mr. Kirby 
Everton) and Mr. Martin. (Lab... Central 

suthwark), Mr. Law explained that foreign 
nationals had a free and unfettered choice, but there 
was nothing in the Act to prevent any = Allied 
Goverament explaining that if their nationals refused 
to accept the calling up notices they would be liable 
to the penalties under the law of their own country 
when they got back to that country... There was 
nothing in. the advertisement which interfered with 
the freedom of a Polish subject in this country to 
refuse the call-up notice which the Polish Govern- 
ment had made. 


“ Paipable Ambiguity ” 


Mr. Silverman and Mr. Edwards jumped up to 
draW attention to “contradictory statements" and 
“ palpable ambiguity,’ but Mr. Law, with his 
limited time to reply, declined to give way to them. 

The calling up notice, he added, gave the people 
who came under the call-up the dates on 
which they had to register and so on, and said that 

rsons who did not appear before the Consular 

ecrurning Commission by the stipulated time should 
be prosecuted for avoiding military service. 

Mr. Silverman: That is not true, 

Mr. Law: It says that the provisions of Polish 
law shall be applied to such persons. There is 
nothing in that statement which contradicts the Act 
of Parliament. The Act implies that the Poles have 
no power to enforce the cal — in this country. The 
Act does not say that the Poles have no power to 
enforce their own law in their own country. Mr. 
Law went on to assure the House that there was 
no agreement, written or spoken, implied or explicit, 
that men who paid no attention to the calling up 
notice of the Polish Government, and instead were 
called up by the British Government under the 
National Service Acts, would be deported after the 
war. To another specific question about penalties 
he answered: “ It-is quite clear that it is impossible 
for His Majesty’s Government to give protection in 
a foreign country to a citizen and a national of thi 
country,” 

Mr. R. R. Stokes (Lab., Ipswich) said the people 
he was concerned about were those who came to this 
country before the war in order to get away from 
the then existing Polish Government, and he did 
not think Mr. Law had cleared up the matter at all 
satisfactorily. Mr, Stokes added that any attack he 
made was not on the Polish Goverriment but on the 
British Government. Another speaker in the brief 
debate, Major Petherick (Con., Penrym and Fal- 
mouth), believed the arrangements made were per- 
fectly reasonable and that Polish subjects in this

OBITUARY 
THE REV. S. FRAMPTON 


The death occurred on Sunday, at Llandudno, at 
the age of 80, of the Rev. Samuel Frampton, 
Emeritus Minister of the Liverpool Old Hebrew 
Congregation, Princes Road. 

Mr. Frampton retired as senior minister of the 
synagogue in 1932. alter occupying the post for 
41 years, 

The late minister was born at Portsea, and was 
trained for the ministry at Aria College in that 
town, His first ministerial appointment was at the 
Leazes Patk Road Synagogue at Newcastle. He 
also acted as Visiting Minister to the Shields and 
Hartlepool Congregations. In 1891 he was appointed 
to the Liverpoo! post. Among many communal 

ices which he occupied were: Hon, Secretary of 
the Liverpool! Jewish Board of Guardians (for 43 
years), and of the local branch of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association; Chairman of Managers of the Liver- 
00! Hebrew Schools and of the Liverpool branch 
of the Jewish Association for the Protection of 
Girls and Women: and Vice-President of the 
Jewish Literary Society and of the local branch 
ot the Ito. In 1906 he was appointed Lecturer on 
the Hebrew language to the Liverpool Board of 
Public Studies. He was a member of the Liver- 
pool Hospital Sunday Committee and of the Court 
of Appeal Sub-Committee of the Liverpool Educa- 
tion Committee, and Vice-President of the Liver- 
pool Port and Station Society. 

In 1914 Mr. Frampton was a Vice-President of 
the Preachers’ Conference. He was the author of 
“ Joshua: An Annotated Hebrew Text,” and was a 
contributor to the Commentary on the Prophetical 
Lessons in the Chief Rabbi's Edition of the Penta- 
tevch and Haftorahs. In 1916 the deceased 
changed his name from Friedeberg to Frampton. 

In recent years the Rev. S. Frampton lived in 
Liandudno, where he preached ——— in the 
synagogue and was Chairman of the Religion 
Classes and a member: of several committecs. A 
tribute to him for bis services to the Llandudno 
community has been received from Mr. M. Wartski. 


MR. HARRY COHEN (Manchester), aged 62. 
was for 40 years connected with the Jews’ School, 
and for the past 26 years was headmaster. One 
of his sons is the violinist, Mr. Raymond Cohen, 
who plays in the Halle Orchestra. Many prominent 
conurunal workers have been pupils of Mr. Cohen 


MR. LEON SU ARES (Alexandria), aged 66, was 
a director of well knowh Egyptian concerns, and 
a supporter of the Jewish Hospitai of Cano and 
other charities. He was a Commander in the 
Egyptian Order of the Nile, and was the recipient 
of the Cross of Malta, bestowed by. the Pope. 


THE LATE COL. CAZALET, M.LP. 


[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


“ A tremendous loss to Jews “ was the first com- 
ment I heard at the House of Commons on Tuesday 
on the tragic death of Colonel Victor Cazalet at the 
early age of 46. There were many more during the 
day from Members who had known his devotion 
to the Zionist cause among others 

He was known to Jewish audiences not only 
throughout this country but in the United States. 
and he had (travelled all over Europe. A Christian 
Scientist, a bachelor and a tectotaller, he was a 
triple Oxford Blue—for tennis, fawn tennis’ and 
rackets.” He had met all the prominent people of 
his time and was a generous host who entertained 
largely 

Entering Parliament in. 1924 as Conservative 
Member tor Chippenham, he kepi himself so 
physically fii that he always seemed at ease, even 
while he was busy with much public work. 

Besides his connection with the Parliamentary 
Paicstine Committee, he was Chairman of the 
Parliamentary Committee on Refugees, which was 
formed before the war, and Chairman of. the 
National Committee for Rescue from Nazi Terror, 
formed last March under the Presidency of the 
Marquess of Crewe 

I recall the speech he made about three years ago 
when the internment policy was raised in the House 
of Commons. It was characteristic of him that he 
disclaimed any false sentiment or false emotion. 
and confessed that he was animated by a sense of 
decency and a true regard of the fair name of both 
his country and the Government he supported.. He 
had seen Jews in Dachau Camp before the war. He 
defined his attitude to the House of Commons in 
these words: “ If a man is guilty, if there is the 
shehtest suspicion that he has been gmitty, of is 
likely to. become guilty of in any way endangering the 
security and safety of the State, of course he must 
be interned. But if his honesty, patriotism and 
loyalty are beyond doubt, then I say let such a

ciation had made valuable contributions, Its present 
President was a well-known and well-tried Zionist, 
and he had done important Zionist work, and it 
would be a great mistake to cause a rift in the 
community for reason whatsoever.

Therefore he thought iti was their duty to renew this

But’ had it worked’ well? Did it work well in 1917 
when a desperate attempt was made to strangle the 
Balfour Declaration? Wad it worked well in the 
last. ten. years. and. more particularly in the last. 12 
monttis? The joint Chairmanstiip of a Commitice 
was always unsatisfactory—they had a striking 
example of that recently in North Africa. Those

who knew the work of the Joint Foreign Committee 


intimately were far from satisfied. 

There were two points which he desired to deal 
with very blunti  Pirst, the A-J\A. included a 
number of individuals. with much experience of 
forcign affairs. It was felt that their services should 
not be lost'to the Community. _The Association had 
sent men like Mr Leonard Stein, Sir Philip Hartog, 
Mr. Leonard Montefiore to the Board. He wanted 
to say most explicitly on behalf of his friends and 
himself that they wanted their co-operation and they 
would do their utmost: to-elect’ such men to a Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the Board. But they would be. 
elected as members of the Board and responsible to 
the Board and not as representatives of a small 
philanthropic orgamisation. . 


Rumours in Circulation 


The second point was that rumours were in circu- 
lation that if the treaty .was not renewed, the Asso- 
ciation would watk of the Board: He declined 
to believe for a moment that men like: Mr. Leonard 
Stein, Sir Philip Hartog, and. Mr, Leonard Monte- 
fiore would deprive the Community of their serwices 
in this critical hour They had too high a sense of 
responsibility. to embark upon such a course, 

They believed that within the next three years 
Germany would be defeated. The Peace Conference 
would follaw. The international structure would be 
in the melting-pot: tremendous decisions would be 
taken which would’ determine the fate of many 
peoples it would be their duty to strive to the 
utmost to assure Jewish rights and the Jewish future. 


If they failed it wanld be an irretrievable calamity. — 


The Board had a great part to play. But the Board, 
and through it, the Anglo-Jewish Community which 
it represented. must’ be master in its own household. 

Mer. Leonard J. Association) 
said he felf sure. that this question, whatever view 
any of them might take of u, would be discussed 
with the sole view tothe only test which any of them 
would want to apply, and that was, what. course of 
action would be to the best advantage not of tins or 
af that section of the Anglo-Jewish Community, but’ 
of the Anglo-Jewish Community as a whole—what 
course of action. would’ be most advantageous im the 
interest of that great multitude of Jews outside this 
country. For not only had they to take into account 
and be guided by the interests of their community as 
a whole, but more tham that, they Had to test what 
they were going to do that day by the effect which it 
was going to have on the interests.of that great body 
of Jews outside this coyntry for whose fate and 
future every man and woman in that hall feit the 
most sincere and anxious concern. 


70 Years’ Harmonious Work 


For the best part of 70 years, said. Mr. Stein, these 
two bodies had worked togethen, and they had done 
se. harmoniously, with the exception of one break 
of a few months, which. did not represent a breach 
between the Board’ and the Anglo-Jewish Associa+ 
tion, but a split in the Boardiitself. which had resulted: 
im the dispossession of the Officers of the Board as 
they were at that time. But, subject to that, for the 
best part of 70 years these two bedies had! worked’ 
together, and he was not speaking at randonr whétn 
he said that people who. were engaged in foreign 
affairs now in their own Government and in foreign 
Governments were keenly conscious that the alliance 
existed.

Were they, he asked, going to waste their time 
and their energies upon petty bickerings and internal 
strife, which could only discourage ther fnends and 
rejoice the hearts of their enemies? Or were they 
going to make up their minds to go forward togetiter 
with a full sense of the common purpose, dtter- 
mined to settle any differences as they arose and to 
presérve unimpaired that unity which had always 
been their strength? , 

Mr, M: Jacoss (Manchester, Selle! an 
Psalms) said it was essential at such a time of 
tragedy that. the body which was responsible to them 
for conducting the affairs of the Community con- 
cerned with Jews. living abroad. should be a body 
respensible whally and solely to that representa- 
tive body of the Community. He entirely agreed 
with: Mr. Stein. when he spoke of the influence 
witch their decision that day would have outside. 
He felt that if the Board asserted itself as the ane 
representative bedy of the Anglo-Jewish 
munity, it would have a good effect both on. the 
rank and file of. the Jewish Community to whom 
‘they were responsible, and also on the Englishmen 
of the present day to whem democratic principle 
was the very basis of a free life.

Sanne O.B.E. (Leeds, United), said 
that. the unopposed election of Prof. Brodetsky in 
itself illustrated most forcibly that the factors witich 
united the variegated elements comprising the 
Anglo-Jewish Community were far deeper and 
stronger than the issues which divided them. It was 
this unity in Anglo-Jewry which was involved in the 
resolution, Let there be no mistake about it.

An veatlier incident ‘in Israel's history pointed the 
same moral, When they were resisting an attack 
by the Amalekites, Moses ascended a hill which 
overlooked the seene of battle; and, it is related, 
when Moses ‘held wp his hand, Israel prevailed, 
and when he let down his hand, Amalek prevailed.’ 
Again the Rattbis atked, “Can ‘the lifting up of 
Moses’s hands determine wictory or defeat? and 
answered similarly, long as the tsraelites 
— upward, they are victorfous, otherwise ‘they 


HIS Rabbinical explanation contains within it- 
self ‘the whole rationale of religious cere- 
monialism. ‘The brezen serpent and the elevation 
of the hand ‘were practical means of directing the 
eyes and minds of the people to God. They were 
the outward and practical expression of an abstract 
teaching ; and that is (precisely what all ceremonies 
are. They @re the -crossbeams which uphold an 
edifice that is not strong enough to stand unsup- 
ported. It is truc‘that ‘there are-men and women so 
spiritually minded that they are able to dispense 
with this kind of aid, and are deeply religious in 
thought and life without ceremonial rites; but they 
form a small minoriw. 
off the burden of ceremonies do so not because they 
are spiritually strong enough to live religiously 
without them, but ‘forthe reason that they find them 
irksome and a demand upon‘time and energy. lt ts 
just there ‘that the danger lies, 6ince the discarding 
of the observances is due ‘to a weak, not a strong, 
religious “spirit; it springs ‘from a desire for un 
easter ‘form ‘of ‘religion which ‘requires less effort 
and a minimum interference with life’s routine. 

In other phases of ‘human existence ceremonial 
forms have @ part to play, especially the national. 
A flag. for instance, is only a coloured piece of 
éloth: yet it is regarded as the symbol of the nation 
and respect is paid to ft, even ‘by those ‘who Gecry 
religious ceremonialism. Citizens ought to be ardent 
fovers of their countey without the use of such a 
symbol. ‘Expertenge, however, ‘has ‘taught that ‘it ‘is 
unwise to depend upon ‘the abstract idea alone, and 


so it is presented ina concrete form. Likewise we all » 
ought to be so deeply imbued with the precepts of © 


religion. as to remain faithful ‘to them without 
ritualistic forms; but here also experience 
te 'the wisdom of combining ‘the abstract with ‘the 
concrete. 


Cena serves another important 
purpose, in establishing a ‘firm connecting bond 
between menibers of ‘the Sanre community. Jows 
are linked together by doctrines which ‘they hold in 
common, but the connection between them is greatly 
fortified by distinctive practices which they are called 
upon to observe in common. Byen a teater of 
‘Liberal Judaism, like ‘C. .G. Montefiore, | 
sdmitted, human beings ‘institutional ‘religion 
and outward forms are a necessity,” ant so ‘far ‘as 
Jews are concerned, he urged ‘the neetl ‘to ‘preserve 
the historic contindity of our ‘religion and -an 
adequate and outward <onnection with all our 
‘brethren in faith.” This essential ‘bond of ‘associe- 
tion is provided ‘by nothing tise than ‘the traditional 
rites and practices which so many Jows ‘hastily judge 
‘to be valueless. 


The student of Jewish ‘history can hardly fail ‘to 


detect ‘how powerful a factor in the preservation of 
‘the Jew ‘has been the religious ceremonialism which 
‘formed ‘so ‘conspicuous a feature of his Gaily life. 
lt made Judaism an integral ‘part of his existence 
df a mere creel of which he was only Te- 
‘minded when ‘he attentied ‘the service of the Syna- 
gogue. “The jutigment of Arthur Ruppin on ‘this 
pomt is worth noting: “‘had ‘the isolation ‘of ‘the 
Jewish nation been based only on the strength of the 
faith in Jehovah, ‘it would not ‘have survived the 
centuries, for the theoretical ideas are apt to become 
weakened .and changed in the course of time. On 
‘tthe other hand, traditional laws and customs of daily 
‘life have a strong hold and endure even when the 
idea which they ee has long ago been forgotten 
wr discredited.” , (then, «ceremonialism has exer- 


wised this decisive influence in the Jewish past, the 


‘future must be :seriously imperilled unless the 
indifference ‘and hostility towards it, now growing 
widespread, are checked. 7 |

Allied Statesmen on the Jewish 
Tragedy 


“The Jewish question has to be solved this 
time,” said M_ Jan Masaryk, Deputy Prime Minister 
of the Czech Government, when he spoke at a 
meeting arranged last week at 43, Compayne Gar- 
dens, the residence of Dr. Celina 
by the Nahum Sokolow Saciety. 

“ Qur lot,” said M, Masaryk, “ is not tao good, 
but what.is happening to your folk is infinitely worse 
than what is happening to us.” He had decided, 
when this terrible business started, ever singe ‘Hitler 
came. into power, that half of his time would always 
belong to the Jews. He said in the presence of his 
dear friend Mrs. Dugdale that they felt very baclly 
as Christians when they saw what was happening 
to the Jewish people, and he could hardly lift his 
head up for shame when -he thought of what non- 
Jews had allowed to happen to them. 

The Jewish question ‘had to ‘be solved ‘this time. 
He considered it cqually as important as any other 
question in the world. 
in his own house, and ‘that is what we are here 
to think about and to give for.” 


Polish Testimony to Jewish Suffering 


The Polish Minister of Information, Professor 
Kot, said he ‘came ‘from a country which itself was 
suffering unspeakable horrors. He founitl no words 
suflicient}y to express his feelings about the sufferings 
of the Jows. It seemed to him that so far they had 
had mostly words. but not .deeds, .on the Jowish 
question. It seemed fantastic to him that some 
people were wasting their time talkkmg about re- 
establishing Germany and German industry after the 
war, when the question which should be.-much more 
paramount m their minds should be what was going 
to happen to the Jews and how much were they 
going to be repaid for what they had suffered and 

ow were ‘they going ‘to be put back into a place 
of human dignity. 

He had seen the great misery of the Jews in one 
part of the world, went on Prof. Kot, and it was 
wonderful for him to see ‘the contrast in Palestine 
when he visited thaf"country, The Jews were. the 
first victims on whom Hitler had declared war. He 
wanted to say how much he was in harmony with 
the spirit of that mecting. ht was their duty to do 
everything they could for the Jews, whose lot was so 
much worse than anyone else's.

Unity Still to Seek 


The New Zionist Organisation will continue ‘its 
effarts to unify the Zionist Movement, says the 
South African N.Z\O., in a statement issued in

African agreement on the re-establishment of unity 
between the Zionist Organisation the 
Revisionists, which was concluded last year, has 
lapsed because of the non-acceptance of agree- 
ment the Zionist Organisation.

“ Jewish War Front Association ” 


A new campaign to secure the unity of all Zionist 
forces is being launched in South Africa through 
the creation of the “ Jewish War Front Associa- 
tion.” The Asseciation is affiliated to the New 
Zionist Organisation in South Africa. 

The programme issued by the Association stresses 
the urgency of a united Jewish front and a united 
Jewish representation at the peace conference, as 
well as the need for international.assistance to rescue 
the persecuted Jews in Europe and to transfer them 
to Palestine. The programme wu “the govern- 
ment of the Jewish people by the Tewish people, for 
the lewish people—in other words, the Jewish State.” 
It proposes two practical steps towards this end: 
(1) A Jewish Army in order to gain recognition for 
the people as an ally; (2) a Jewish representation or 
headquarters for the duration of the war to syvm- 
bolise and represent united national Jewry, this 
representation to be replaced after the war by a 
democratically-elected National Assembly.

U.S. CHRISTIANS TO ESTABLISH 
CHILDREN’S VILLAGE 


The establishment of a colony for Jewish refugee 
children in Palestine with funds donated 
American Christians has been announced in New 
York, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The 
colony will be called Freedom Village. 

The stockholders of the Empire Ordnance Cor- 
poration and its affiliated companies are under- 
taking to maintain at least 100 refugee children in 
the new colony during the coming year. “The educa- 
tion and maintenance of the children are to be 
under the direction of the Youth Aliyah for two 
vears. The village will serve as a voCational training 
centre, pgeparing the children for work in a specific 
industry, _ It is to be established on Jewish National 
Fund land redeemed by the Hadassah. 

Over $80,000 has already been contributed to 
cover the maintenance and education of the children 
as well as the cost of erecting buildings.

REACHING THE LIMIT OF 
RECRUITMENT 


Revision of Immigration Policy 
Needed 


THE OVERRIDING PRACTICAL 
DEMANDS 


Certain misunderstandings which arose between 
the military and civil authorities and the Jewish 
Agency over recruiting (cables our Jerusalem corre- 
spondent) were composed after several weeks’ sus- 
pension of Agency activity in this sphere, thus 
enabling a resumption to be made of its voluntary 
enlistment campaign last week-end. Both the Agency 
and the Vaad Leumi Executives have agreed upon 
a formula for the recommencement of the campaign, 
which the Inner General Council apptoved at last 
week's meeting 

it would be invidious in the present conditions to 
enter into the complexities of the difference which 
arose, but it may be stated that the immediate cause 
was the interpretation Of the provisions of the 
Defence Regulation which prohibited intimidation 
and coercion in connection with enlistment. It 
is consequently to be assumed that this particular 
point has now been settled. 

Meanwhile it-is a moot question whether the 
Yishuv can go on indefinitely providing men and 
women for the armed and auxiliary Forces, in which 
at least 27,000 have volunteered up to now, without 
seriously affecting its inelastic Man-Ppower reserves, 
which must take account of the needs of the expand- 
ing agricultural and industrial production. The 
Yishuv has certainly measured up to the emergency 
by providing one out of every five able-bodjed adults 
for all the Services, and even doublitg that ratio 
would cause a serious man-power shortage, a pos- 
tion which the close of sources of iwnmigration 
accentuates 

It is obvieus that practical considerations must 
sooner or later override the political, tactical, and 
sentimental factors which have governed the 
Yishuv's self-conscripiion in the past threc years 
since Palestinian recrutting Degan.

POST-WAR SOCIAL INSURANCE | 


Settlement of Demobilised Soldiers 


I learn (writes our Jerusalem correspondent) that 


the Vaad Leumi Executive has elected a committee 
of representatives of various organisations in order 
to formulate a post-war scheme of social insurance. 
‘The committee will consult the relevant Government 
body in connection with the carrying out of 
“ Beveridge proposals ™ for Palestine, of which the 
Attorney General, Mr. Fitzgerald, is the Chairman. 

The question of the demobilisation of the Pales- 
tinian Jewish troops was also discussed at the recent 
meeting of the Vaad Leumi Executive, when it was 
stated that there had been up to now 1,500 Jewish 
ex-Servicemen about whom problems of compensa- 
tion, re-employment, and medical aid had arisen. 
A proposal was raised for an agricultural settlement 
for at least 25,000 ex-Servicemen after the war, and 
it was decided to press the Government to take its 
due share in the solution of this problem. 

A subsidiary issue has been raised in respect of this 
matter, and that is whether the demobilisation of 
Jewish troops will be general or whether, owing to 
political circumstances prevailing after the war, it 
would be necessary to retain large numbers with the 
colours.

GOEBBELS’S AMERICAN 
DISCOVERY 


**Jews Behind Roosevelt” 


Goebbels’s knack of “ discovering " secret doce 
ments which expose the evil plots against the peace- 
loving Reich by the Allies, and particularly the 
Jews, has not abandoned him. His latest “ dis- 
covery " consists of 33 diplomatic reports and 
records from French, Polish, Belgian, and other 
sources which the Archives Commission of the 
Wilhelmstrasse has published under the title of 
“ Origins of the War of 1939.”

Presi- 
dent systematically prepared the new World War. 

This collection of documents also ¢establis

on U.S. policy, and confirms that behind Roosevelt 
there was a clique of Jewish conspirators who used 
him as their tool in paving the way towards war.

GREEK JEWISH GUERRILLAS 


Mass deportation of Jews from Greece continues, 
it is announced by the Greek Office of Information 
in London. All Jews remaining in the Ebrus_ pro- 
vince were ordered at the beginning of May to leave 
thar homes and assemble in Didymotichon, Western 
Thrace. Some were packed into trucks previously 
used for transporting charcoal, eighty to a truck, 
and three deaths from. suffocation occurred before 
the train left the station. The ultimate fate and 
destination of the survivors is unknown. ? 

Greek Jews who have succeeded in escaping 10 
Istanbul state that there are large numbers of Jews 
in. the Greek guerrilla bands. They are mostly 
ex-servicemen who escaped from Salonika before 
the mass deportations of Jews to Poland. These 
have established contact with puerrnila 

ghters in Yugoslavia. 


WARSAW GHETTO IN ASHES 


Not a living soui remains in the Warsaw 
according to a message received in London 
Polish Jewish Bund. The ghetto, which suffered 
heavily during the last fight put up by the Jewish 
defenders, was afterwards completely burned down 
<8 the Germans, and is now a heap of ruins and 
ashes. 

Thousands of Jews, the message adds, were shot 
by the Germans when trying to escape during the 
siege. After resistance had been overcome, armed 
groups of Jewish youths made an attempt to cross 
the frontiers. No news of them has been received. 


END OF TRANS-SAHARA SLAVE 
| CAMPS 


Internces Freed 


Jews and others who had been employed, under 
appalling conditions, as Slave labourers on the con- 
struction of the Trans-Sahara Railway, or in the coal- 
mines of Kerladza, have now been given complete 
liberty to leave the region. They are now able to 
undertake useful work of their own choosing as a 
result of the activities of the joint commission for 
political prisoners and refugees, which was s¢i up 
last January under the joint chairmanship,of the 
British and American Cousuls-General in Algiers. 
The commission has reported that all persons 
interned in concentration camps have now been 
incorporated into work companies. 

The French authorities have agreed that, on 
presentation of a contract of employment, ent 
cards and ration cards shall be issued to the releas 
refugees and prisoners. Released internees who ase 
unable to work on account of age or physical dis- 
ability are being cared for by the public welfare and 
rehef division of the North African. Economic 
Board in special rehabilitation camps. 

Complaints that some Polish Jews in Morocco 
and Algiers, especially those who had served in the 
International Brigade, had not been released from 
internment camps because Polish consular authort- 
ties had refused to recognise their Polish citizenship, 
led to a memorandum being submitted by Dr.

ZIONIST LEADERSHIP 
ON TRIAL. _ 


THREE hundred and _ thirty-nine delegates attended the 
meeting of the Deputies last Sunday and by a slender 
majority voted the Board into the power of Mr. Bakstansky’s 
Caucus. The new proprietors, for reasons not difficult 
to divine, are now bravely denying that proposition, and 
as the chief organiser had previously announced that he 
really was out to capture the Board, this amounts to a 
declaration: that he was defeated. But even the dullest 
wits will not be deceived by this unwonted modesty. The 


* Board has, in very truth, been captured, and the sooner 
“the Community at large wakes up to that fact the better. 


It is true that, as the Duke of Wellington said after 
Waterloo, the struggle was “a damned close thing,” 
The results achieved were only rendered possible on the 


one hand by the complete failure of the non-Caucus 


Deputies to organise, and on the other by the muster of 
“ backwoodsmen" who, in some’ instances looking 
quaintly out of their element, and carefully shepherded 
according to plan, obédiently registered their support for 
the Caucus. But the stark fact remains that, at the end 


of it all, the Caucus was left in possession of the Presidency, ° 


and of half the number of Vice-Presidents, and that if slew 
the Joint Foreign Committee, again in accordance with 
plan. in due course, there can be no doubt, it will proceed 
to mop up the various Committees, securing these strong- 
points with or without appropriate camouflage. With the 
aid of its Zionist levies and those from the Federation 
of Synagogues, this should not be difficult. Whether it 
will continue the Palestine Committee in existence now 


that the whole Board has become a Palestine Committee, | 


js for our new lords and masters to decide. The fate of 
the Executive Committee, however, seems little open to 
question, That body, like the rest, will be condemned for 
all effectual purposes to wear the livery of the Caucus 
bosses. Such is the position, as it. stands after Sunday's 
fateful gathering. 

Clearly, i cannot be left there. The Anglo-Jewish 
Association, for mstance, whose co-operation in the fro- 
tection of foreign Jewries has been repudiated, is com- 
pelled under its constituiion to interest itself in the welfare 
of these coreligionsts. If it proceeds to perform this duty, 
there will be two organisations knocking on the doors of 
harassed Government Departments, and both intent. on the 
same mission im hand. Nor is it thinkable that the grave 
domestic problems which may presently arise should be 
decided upon. by men whose appointments and whose 
whole raison détre in public life have nothing to do with 
domestic administration or policy but have been solely 
concerned with Zionism. Many of them may, for all we 


know, share the arguable view that all that matters is — 


Zionism and that as soon as the Zionist goal is achieved the 
diaspora may just as well disappear. 

Some may think that, after all, nothing need now be 
done about it. They may glance wistfully at the voting 
figures, and argue that in practice the Board seems to be 
so equally divided that the Caucus will always have a hard 


* task to make its decisions law. This wishful thinking ignores 


the realities of the position. The non-Caucus members, many 
of them living in the distant provinces, will not attend Board 
meetings whose decisions will be determinéd beforehand by 
the fiat of Great Russell Street. On the other hand, the 
delegates of the Federation of Synagogues and its con- 
stituents—totallmg over a hundred, or 25 per cent of the 
Board—and ihe followers of the Caucus (inchiding 
the majority of <@levied Zionist officials) will be always on 
the spot to respond to their master’s voice and do as they 
are bid. The non-party Deputies are without the organised 
efforts and power which the Caucus can and does use to 
meet any emergency and make its wishes prevail. So 
that it is a case of wistful hopes and inertia and the com- 
pelling distractions of business or professional life against 
concentrated and sleepless activity on the part of those 
who will always be there. Of the issue of that unequal 
conflict there can be no shadow of doubt. The easy talk, 
therefore, about the Caucus “not having it all its own 
way,’ of its “near defeat” on Sunday, and the conse- 
quent complacent attitude of letting matters slide can be at 
once dismissed. 

Two alternatives offer. Those who were so narrowly 
beaten on Sunday could now organise on similar intensive 
lines to that of their opponents, and become a sort of 
“ His Majesty's Opposition” (or some such equivalent) 
equipped with whips, officials, offices, and all the para- 
phernalia of party administration, and in due course run the 


elections from their headquarters. This would entail a pet |

The mancuvre has evoked the strongest dis- 
approval and the gravest apprehension of a number of 
profoundly ardent Zionists whose political acumen permits 
them to look beyond the petty victory of last Sunday to the 
tragic bill that will have to be paid later on. Many such 
Zionists, by the way, are known to have voted against the 
Caucus in last Sunday's decisions. Many of those who 
supinely permitted this operation of capture to go forward, 
satisfying their conscience with the lazy fallacy that it 
was anyhow a stroke for Zionism, are now bewailing the 
possibility of a communal split. They should have thought 
of it before they allowed disruption to proceed on its 
course while they held their peace. But it is not too late, 
even now, for them to help undo the mischief. 

Victories can be bought too dear. Let us remind the 
Zionist leaders of what happened at the Restoration 
of the Monarchy in this island, when King Charles II was 
brought back to his domain. The great, all-powerful 
Cromwellian Army still existed. It was absoluté and undis- 
puted master of England. But, looking around, it saw 
nothing but deepening national desire for the King’s return 
and the prospect of national weakening and ultimately of 
widening strife. And accordingly. the all-powerful Army 


' preferred to disBand—one of those supreme acts of political 


far-sightedness which have revealed the true source of 
England's greatness. If those who have brought the present 
trouble on the Community will face up to its ultimate dire 
results, if they will exhibit the same broad statesmanship, 
the same political 
indifference to personal sacrifice which marked the conduct 
of Englishmen nearly three centuries ago and have since 
been manifested at every supreme crisis in the story of this 
island, or if having won the day they now seek some wise 
and generous accommodation with those whom they have 
defeated, abandoning the stranglehold of the Board which. 
they have so unwisely assumed, they will play the part of 
good Jews as well as sensible practical men. Failing it, the 
prospect must be disturbing, if not bleak. And as it takes 
material shape it will not be only the Jews of Britain who 
will suffer but their oppressed brethren abroad, and, most 
serious of all, the very cause, Zionism, which it has so 
misguidedly been sought to foster. — 

Are the Zionist leaders in this country big enough to do 
the brave and the wise thing? 


POLISH ARMY AND JEWISH RECRUITS 


Tre admittedly difficult question of the rights of the exiled 
Governments in London to call up their nationals for military 
service has recently, on two occasions, been raised in the 
House of Commons, without however . removing legitimate 
doubts widely felt. Under the Allied Powers (War Service) 
Act, these Governments were given authority to summon their 
subjects to the national colours, but not to enfosce the call-up. 
At the same time, this country reserved to. these foreign 


nationals the alternative of joining the British Forces if they - 


preferred so to do. In May last the Consulate General of 
Poland inserted in the press a call-up notice. 
was said about the alternative, but, on the contrary, the men 
to whom it was addressed were warned that “ persons who do 
not appear before-the Consular Recruiting Commission within 
the above stipulated time shall be considered as evading military 
service ” and it was added that “the provisions of Polish law 
shall be applied to such persons.” In other words, any Polish 
nationals who had availed themselves of the option given them 
by the British Government to join the British Armed Forces 
might be—though, of course, not necessarily would be~—in 


danger of punishment should they“be found later on in a. 


restored Poland. The Foreign Under-Secretary, Mr. Law; 
argued that there was nothing in this which interfered with 
the freedom of a Polish subject in this country to refuse the call- 


up notice. But it is, at the very least, arguable that a declaration 
_ which ignored this freedom of choice and simply threatened — 


penalties in the event of non-compliance with the call could 
be very misleading to a Pole nof fully apprised of his rights.

‘A CASE FOR CLARIFICATION 


Ir cannot be emphasised too strongly that in all this dis- 
cussion there is no trace of ill-feeling towards the Polish 
authorities, whose many burdens and cares, especially now that 
the guiding hand of General Sikorski has been removed, are 
fully recognised and with whom there is the fullest sympathy. 
The only purpose in view is to eliminate even the very 
possibility of disagreement between them and the Govermment 
of this country. Nor can one fail to .recognise that the 
difficulty in question results from the inevitably anomalous 
position of a Government that does not, and for the moment 
cannot, function on its own soil. On the other hand, it is 
pertinent to recall that during the last war, a similar arrange- 
ment to that reached with the Poles was made in respect of 
Russian nationals in this country, and that, so far as recollec- 
tion goes, it operated without differences or friction. Could 
not the same smooth co-operation be secured in the present 
instance, for example, by a mutual and public declaration that a 
Polish subject whether joining the Polish or the British 
Forces is equally deemed fully to have discharged his military 
duty? Some further clarification of the position is, at all events, 
overdue, for the sake of future recruits, and of those who, having 
in ignorance of their rights answered the call to the Polish 
Colours, would now like, in fuller knowledge, to. transfer 
to the British Army. We are sure that the Poles, who have 
shown their broadmindedness so markedly by their expressed 
readiness for the change-over of those Jews who desired it 
into the ranks of a Jewish Army, would by no means resent 
this latter suggestion. 


DR. HERTZ WORKS ON 


THE publication of the second part of the Chief Rabbi's 


Annotated Edition of the Authorised Daily Prayer Book gives 
Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein an opportunity in the review of the 
volume, which we print this week, to pay well-deserved homage 
to Dr. Hertz’s indefatigable industry. Undertaken at a time 
when most Other septuagenarians have laid aside their labours, 
this vigour does him honour, quite as much as it earns him 
great admiration. If one were asked to name its outstanding 
feature, one would point to its high constructive quality. Dr 
Hertz understands, in his very heart of hearts, the imperious 


need of arming the young men and women, even more than ® 


their elders, with the teachings of their faith. His mind is fixed 
on the future. And so, while others contend and argue— 
differences in which he is never loath to bear his own witness— 
he sets himself to oficr in hi« writing fresh treatment of “ the 
old eternal themes of Judaism,” tO quote Rabbi Epstein’s 
words. His commentary is, at the same time, simple and alive, 
learned and vital, understandable of the yourig layman, and per- 
meated with a real, deep love of the Jewish faith. Nor does he 
shrink, as Dr. Epstein tells us, from combining consideration 
for the demands of criticism with his reverence for tradition. In 
short, he is, through his devoted work, in full truth a builder of 
the new Judea. This is sqmethin,; inspiring to remember for the 
English Jew as he picks his. weary way through the arid strifes 
of the day; he should remember it with unfailing gratitude. 


THE TRAGEDY AT GIBRALTAR 


‘THe many tributes that have been paid to General Sikorski 
and to his qualities as patriot, statesman, soldier, and democrat 
do but render justicé to a great leader, even while they 
emphasise the heavy joss which his tragic death entails for the 
Polish and Allied cause. In these columng a word of warm 


recognition can, however, be added of the straight furrow he 


also ploughed in the field of ' Polish-Jewish relations. His 
promises of. just freatment for Polish Jewry after the war had, 
like the similar declarations of General de Gaulle in respect 


--to French Jewry, the ring of total sincerity, They were clear, 


forthright, and direct. He may have felt it his duty, in order 
to evidence the solidarity of the Polish people as a whole in the 
war, to include anti-Semites in his Government, but it implied 
no inward sympathy with their anti-Jewish sentiments. On the 
contrary, it is no secret that he exerted all his influence, behind the 
scenes, to remove the anti-Semitic poison from sections of Polish 
life, especially. from ,the Polish Army which he loved, and which 
loved him, so well. There cannot be the smallest doubt that 
once the Polish State was reconstituted he would not have 
Above all, 
he had a firm grasp of the fact that anti-Semitism was in 
reality anti-Polish, perverting his country’s counsels, rotting its 
internal structure, and adding strength only to the foreign 
enemies of Poland, those miscreants whose cherished political 
and destructive purpose it has served so tragically well. 


The same accident which robbed the Allies of General 
Sikorski’s cornradeship in arms. ended the life of Colonel 
Cazalet, M.P., the liaison officer between the British and Polish 
Governments. In a career full of high entleavour and high 
ideals his sympathy with the Jews in their many difficulties 
was a marked and constant factor. Whether it was to help the 
refugees or the Zionist movement, he never spared himself, 
and in both respects he has left a-record which ennobled his 
public service, and for which Jews will ever be profoundly’ 
grateful. Elsewhere we publish from our Lobby Correspondent 
a warm tribute to this charming and lovable young man whose 
untimely death will be so widely mourned by Jewry. “ His 
death is a frightful loss to us,” declared Miss Rathbone, and 
by “us” she meant that gallant bahd of British politicians 
whose hearts and consciences ever nerve them to fight with 
selfless and undaunted zeal for the righteous cause—for the 
oppressed, the wronged, the victimised, of all colours, races, and 
creeds. To be a “ frightful loss” to such, the noblest of men 
and women in the public affairs of this world, is perhaps the 


greatest tribute which Col. Cazalet could have wished. But |

Mr. Graham White truly described his end, his absence when 
the reconstruction work of peace will cali for every effort of the

JEWISH ARMY COMMITTEE 
Objects and Composition 
ADDRESS BY MR. J. D. MACK, M.P. 


On behalf of the Committee for a Jewish Army, 
a smal! dinner party was held at Hamilton House, 
Piccadilly, amotig the distinguished people present 
being Mr. J. D. Mack, M.P., Mr. Ed. Dunn, M-P., 
Mr. Tom Groves, M.P., and Mr. D. J. K. Quibell, 
M.P 


Mr. Mack said that the Committee for a Jewish 
Army sought to include among its membership Jews 
and non-Jews of all political views, It was in no 
way a political organisation, Ht had oné purpose 
only. to work for the creation of a Jewish Army 
and in doing so to make known the part of the 
lowe in the war effort. The Committee included 
Zionists and non-Zionists, Jews and non-Jews, all 
prepared to co-operate in this work, To-day, he 
said, there were still many Jews to whom military 
service was not available, and many who were not 
admitted. to military serv.ce as combatants. In 
North Africa the Vichy laws were not in practice 
abolished, and even if they were, unless the moral 
atmosphere changed Jews would find temselves 
treated as outcasts. The dream of all these dis- 
franchised and outlawed Jews was the creation of 
the Jewish Army, and in the same way it was the 
dream of the Jews still subject to Naz: domination 
that, when. the Allies marched into Europe, they 
should have the onporianity (6 fight in the ranks of 
the Jewish Army against their oppressors. 

In. their work, said Mr. Mack, the Committee for 
a Jewish Army had the support of many famous 
military leaders. There was Field-Marshal Sir 
Philip Chetwode, who had stated at one of their 
meetings that if the Jews got their Jewish units 


a eee tribute to the fighting prowess of the Jews. 
Brigadier Orde Wingate had alsé spoken in 
highest terms of the fighting ability of the Jews, a 
had stated that it was his dream to lead.a Jewish 
Army. Jews of the Warsaw Ghetto had exhibited 
courage second to none, though faced with hopeiess 
odds. That was the spirit of the Jews not only in 
the period of the Maccabees but of the whole 
world to-day. From all parts of the world came 
insistent demands to the Government to allow the 
Jews to fight as Jews. At the same time they had 
to make it known that Jews were Sighting in all the 
Allied Armies. There were over 50,000 Jews serv- 
ing in the British Forces alone. There were about 
1,000,000 Jews or more fighting in all the Allicd 
Armies. People did not know this. 

Mr. Mack expressed in conclusion the gratitude 
of the Committee to Mr. Bolson for his help 

Capt. Jeremiah Helpern referred to the injustice 
of compelling Jews to join up in the armies where 
they were subject to an anti-Semitic atmosphere, 
which sometimes drove them to despair 

Lt.-Col. Rosenbaum thanked Mr. Mack and paid 
tribute to his work for the Committee. 


A Matter for Religious Jews 


Mr. J. Leftwich said that he was constantly hear- 
ing objections to the idea of a Jewish A from 
people who wanted to know why there should be a 
Jewish Army and not a Catholic or a Methodist 
Army. No, he was not one of those who despised 
the term “ Englishman of the Jewish faith.” To 
him it was the Jewish faith that mattered most -It 
was precisely because the Jewish faith was being 
assailed by Hitler, and because there would be no 
room for the Jewish faith or for Jews under Hitler's 
New Order that Jews had to fight as Jews in this 
war. Hitler had declared no war agamst Catholics 
or Methodists. He fought them only im _ their 
capacity as British or French or American subjects. 
But he was conducting a specific war against all 


Jews, whether Zionists or whether t regarded 
themselves as only Jewish by ay Jewish 
spirit was specially attacked by Hitler. Books by 


Jews were burnt, synagogues were destroyed, and 
the unspeakable extermination policy was con- 
ducted against all Jews. It was a piain fact that if 
the Hitlerists should win the war, there would be 
no possibility for any Jew anywhere to live. 

If there had been such a special war deciared 
against Christians, said Mr. Leftwich, there would 
have been a Christian army. There was a special 
name for war carried on by those of the Christian 
faith--Crusade.. The Crusades had been a Chris- 
tans war. To-day Frenchme®, Dutchmen Nor- 
wegians, cic, who were willing to come to terms 
with Hitler's New Order, were allowed to co-operate 
but no Jew was accepted. All Jews were con- 
demned by Hitler to extermination only because 
they were Jews It was fatuous to assert that there 
was no special Jewish interest in this war.

Mr. Davin Brormacuer (Vine Court) asked what 
steps were being taken by the Board to formulate the 
demands of a united Jewry at the Peace Conference, 
and to gain them an adequate hearing. Who, he also 
asked, was responsible for the continued internment 
in Algeria of 310 Polish Jews, ex-members of the 
International Brigade, and what steps were being 
taken to secure their release? j 

With regard to the first question, Professor 
Brodetsky said he thought that those who were 
Deputies before the new elections would know that 
the Board had discussed the question of  loreign 
policy, and the Joint Foreign Committee had been 
dealing with this matter, at numerous meetings. The 
question of getting a policy which would be sup- 
ported by a united Jewry would, of course, depend 
upon getting co-operation with the Jewries in other 
countries, particularly m the United States, and also 
in other parts of the British Empire and South 
America, Steps had been taken to get in touch with 
them. As far as ensuring an adequate hearing was 
concerned, he could not answer that, except to say

Dr. Schwarzbart’s Communique 


With regard to the second part of the question, it 
was one about which an inquiry had been made by 
Dr. Schwarzbart, whose communiqué he read.

Mr. H. S: Scumpxrautr (Order Achei Brith and 
Shield of Abraham), Chairman of the Aliens Com- 
mittee, replied that the matter was under active 
consideration recently when the Act was passed to 
enable Frenchmen serving in the British Forces to 
obtain British nationality in response to a promuse 
iven by the Prime Minister on the fall of France. 
he Government did not at the time see its way to 
extend this privilege to other nationals serving im 
the British Forces.

Testament The Parliamentary Correspondent for the 
Gaverte is Mr. M. J. Landa 

If, therefore, the Birmingham branch of the N.U.J. has 
registered tacit agreement with Mr. Bush's anti-Semitic 
speech, I think it should be interpreted in the sense of 
loyalty and not as an endorsement. Anti-lewish prejudice 
has never manifested itself i> the cditorial policies of the 
local Birmingham press. which is as independent, as in 
partial, and as just as any im the country.

*.* Mr. Bush's arguments are compictely defeated by his 
own stipulation: treedom for all points of view provided 
they did not involve either libel, obscenmty, or Diasphemy.” 
By the way, “ Chronicler’s"’ allegations were as follows 
(1) That Mr. Buoeh mede a trankiy anti-Semitic speech; (2) 
that he had the cffrentery to wot out the popular Fascist 
propaganda lic about Jews having “a strangichold on 
cinemas and theatres “": and (3) that Mr. Bush's performance 
was subsequently tacitly accepted by his Birmingham branch 
of the NUJ. To none of these specific charges has Mr. 
Bush put forward a rebuttal Merely to say “I had no 
antagonism against Jews as such” is of as much value as 
the repeated statements of Hitler and his gang that. they 
had no antagonism against the British as such. The rest of 
Mr. Bush's efforts t tell us what a champion Freedom and 
Democracy have in him are praiscworthy and welcome and 
will be received with the sincerest hopes for their -sincerity.

A CHRISTIAN ON #UDAISM 


and World Order. By Huon J. Scron- 
PieLp. Secker and Warburg, 4s. 6d

In this littl work, Mr. Schonfield attempts to 
provide a popular companion volume to the series 
“ Christianity and World Order,” by the Bishop of 
Chichester and others. With notable impartiality 
and success, in which his ‘Christian feelings do not 
obtrude, he gives a clear picture of what Judaism 
has meant, and what it has a¢hieveil, in the world, 
and what it can mean in the world of the futere. 
For it remains for ‘him a great potentia) spiritual 
force. 

“The terrible @rain of truth is that the Jews are at the 
bottom of all ‘this ‘NeW ‘Oritler husinéss,"’ ‘the writes. ‘ They 
first inspired it, and they heave never been able to: stay out 
of it. They have a design for world domination, the domina- 
tian of the erorld by ‘the love of God and the principles of 
brotherhood, justice, and mutual eervice. If it hat’ not been 
for Jutiaism the woftd would ‘not have had “these burning 
Gesires for a Messianic Age. ‘for a Kinaetiom of Gol. Jews 
may forswear .Jutiaism, but they cannot shake off its 
Gbligations to strive for the Miltenniom.” 

At the present moment, however, he feels that we are 
pursuing a mistaken policy. He calls attention to the fact 
that “before the .situation beeame aggravated there 
was something pitiful. and rather diseusting. in the Jewish 
fawning on higtly-placed Gentile friends, the lavish adula- 
tion of those who would speak a foavourattle word.” -And 
he feels that “if ‘in ‘this gmve ‘hour of decision ‘the Jews 
could heave risen to the sublinte heights of self-abnegation, 
if.they could have unitedly externalised their thoughts, setting 
themselves to concentrate on caring for others they 
might have won the approbation and love of mankind. and 
a tow day would have dawned.”" It might be replied that 
to some extent we tried ‘this in the Era of Emancipation— 
but what followed was not a new day. but.a darker night. 

But Mr. Schonfteld thinks ‘that it is not too late..and the 
“most consecrated .ctements in the Jewish people and 
the Christian Church have all the essential qualifications to 
come together ani to create a “ holy nation’ which could 
bring the new world order into being. He concludes by 
saying that there already exists in England a Society for 


* the Constitution of a Holy Nation, with a growing following 


of Jews, Christians. and others. I am not quite sure to 
what he is alluding—it is certainly not to the Zionist Organisa- 
tion. But I have a shrewd suspicion

AMERICAN JEWISH HISTORY 
A Fascimating Pot-pourri. 


Jewith Pioneers and Patriots. By Ler M. 
ParepMan. Jewish Publication Society of America, 


Reviewedl by Dr. Cecil Roth 


Those who are familiar with the publications of 
the Jewish Historical Society of America are familiar, 
too, with the name of Lee M. Friedman, who has 
published in it several delightful articles on —— 
aspects of American Jewish ‘history, mainly m 
colonial days. 

‘He collected a fow of these some ‘years ago in his volunte, 
“ Bar American Jews." His new work contains another 
seicction, together with a large number of other artiches, 
many of which sce the light here for the firs time ht is 
a fascinating potpourri, with chapters covering an extra- 
ordinarily wite vrangc. from the ‘repute! Jewish origin of 
Christopher Columbus to the ecnesis of the Jewish participa- 
tion in :the clothing inglustry in the United States; from 
Inquisitional martyrs of the century to the 
tien of the Russian Treaty ‘by Theotlore Roosevelt; from 
the Jewish Army Chaplains in ‘the Civil War to the Hilron- 
Selheman affair which began the articulate public expression 
of American .anti-Semitism 


A good many of the chapters deal with the colonil peried, - 


and have thus an integral Anglo-Jewish interest. There 
cannet be many df us who know dbout ‘the Jewish Club 
faunded in Newport in 176!1—the first not only in Ansterica, 
but presumably in the British Eopire—whose regulations 
throw a good deal of light on social conditions of the time. 
The comely Bsther Branton, df who turret! up in 
Québec in 1738 im clothing and under an assumed 
nan, is bepitimately to be added! ‘to the roll of Anglo- 
Jewish worthtes—or unworthies. Rebecca, the daughter of 
David Franks and the belle of Philadelphia Guring the earlier 
staecs of the American War of Independence. ended her 
life at Bath as wife of General Sir Henry ‘G.C B. 
“ Norton. the famous San Francisco eccentric, 
who .claimed toiperial authority over the United States and 
Mexico, began his career in London and was an cafly scttler 
in South Africa. and definitely belongs to 


history: and «o. coutec, decs ‘Rowland “ve 
Jew of Rosten, antl his eon. the famous financier Sanson

“JOINT’S” MILLIONS TO AID 
REFUGEES 


Emissary for Middle East 


The sum of $3,629,000 was appropriated by the 
U.S.A. Joint Distribution Committee for relief work 
overseas for the first five months of 1943. This is 
an increase of nearly half-a-million dollars over the 
organisation's budgetary appropriations for a 
similar period in 1942. 

These funds are being expended on behalf of 
refugees from Nazi persecution in Switzerland, 
Spain, Portugal, and Sweden, in North Africa, the 
Near East, and Asiatic Russia, and in Central and 
South America. Assistance by the J.D.C. is being 


also continued in France. 

Mr. Joel Gross, a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the J.D.C. and a member of the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the United Palestine Appeal, 
has left for Turkey, india, and other countries as a 
special J.D.C. emissary. The object of Mr. Gross’ 
mission is “* to help in the supervision of the J.D _C.'s 
programme of aid to hundreds of thousands of 
Polish Jewish refugees in Asiatic Russia, and to act 
as a liaison between the J.D.C. and other agencies im 
facilitating the migration of refugees to Palestine?’ 

The J.D.C. is now concentrating on sending food 
and clothing from Iran and Palestine to individual 
refugees in Russia. In order to tap every possible 
resource and thus increase aid to the refugees in 
Russia, Mr, Gross has been accredited to Turkey 
and other lands, including India. Another purpose 
of Mr. Gross’s mission will be to gauge the trend of 
Jewish emigration from the Balkan countries and 
Persia to Palestine, and to make recommendations 
for J.D C. assistance in this direction. He will be 
in close touch with the International Red Cross and 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine. 


RHODESIA WANTS IMMIGRANTS 


Sir Godfrey Huggins, Prime Minister of Southern 
Rhodesia, addressing a meeting of the Salisbury 
Chamber of Commerce last week on the immigra- 
tion of Europeans to Southern Rhodesia after the 
war, said:

The annual conference of the Grand Order of 
Israel and Shield of David Friendly Society, held 
recently in the hall of the Brady Girls’ Club, was

In his presidential address, Bro. Sager referred 
to the setbacks caused by the war, the problem of 
the future of the Friendly Society movement arising 
from the ape yd Report, the provisions made 
for members of the Order serving in the Forces, 
and the inquiry of the Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies into the possibility of the amal- 
gamation of all units into one large organisation. 

The annual report expresses the satisfaction of 
the Executive Council with the results of the past 
year, which show an improvement in the financial 
position, and an increase in the ratio of solvency 
of the Order Benefit Fund, despite the abnormal 
mortality experience of recent years. From the 
outbreak of war to December 31, 1942, no tewer 
than 1,023 death claims were paid at full rate, total- 


line £41,726.

Bros. J. F Sager, Grand Master; H. Jaffa, Vice 
Grand Master: L. L. Tobin, Grand Treasurer;

Many tributes were paid to Bro, J. Slutsky, the 
immediate Past Grand Master, during the ceremony 
of presentation of a gift from the Council and 
Lodges For the three years of the war, Bro.

“JOINT’S” MILLIONS TO AID 
REFUGEES 


Emissary for Middle East 


The sum of $3,629,000 was appropriated by the 
U.S.A. Joint Distribution Committee for relief work 
overseas for the first five months of 1943. This is 
an increase of nearly half-a-million dollars over the 
organisation's budgetary appropriations for a 
similar period in 1942. 

These funds are being expended on behalf of 
refugees from Nazi persecution in Switzerland, 
Spam, Portugal, and Sweden, in North Africa, the 
Near East, and Asiatic Russia, and in Central and 
South America. Assistance by the J.D.C. is being 
also continued in France 

Mr. Joel Gross, a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the J.D.C. and a member of the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the United Palestine Appeal, 
has left for Turkey, india, and other countries as a 
special J.D.C. emissary. The object of Mr. Gross’ 
mission is “ to heip in the supervision of the J.D _C.'s 
programme of aid to hundreds of thousands of 
Polish Jewish refugees in Asiatic Russia, and to act 
as a liaison between the J.D.C. and other agencies m 
facilitating the migration of refugees to Palestine?’ 

The J.D.C. is now concentrating on sending food 
and clothing from Iran Palestine to individual 
refugees in Russia. In order to tap every possible 
resource and thus increase aid’ to the refugees in 
Russia, Mr. Gross has been accredited to Turkey 
and other lands, including India. Another purpose 
of Mr. Gross’s mission will be to gauge the trend of 
Jewish emigration from the Balkan countries and 
Persia to Palestine, and to make recotnmendations 
for J.D_C. assistance in this direction. He will be 
in close touch with the International Red Cross and 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine. 


RHODESIA WANTS IMMIGRANTS 


Sir Godfrey Huggins, Prime Minister of Southern 
Rhodesia, addressing a meeting of the Salisbury 
Chamber of Commerce last week on the immigra- 
tion of Europeans to Southern Rhodesia after the 
war, said:

CAREERS ADVICE 


More than a year ago the shortage of male 
technicians led to the formation of the Women’s 
Technical Service Register by the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service. Many vacancies are 
found to exist not only in all branches of the muni- 
tions industries, but also in the many technical 
branches of Government Departments. As few 
women with technical qualifications were available, 
it was decided to recruit women of a certain educa- 
tional standard or with useful experience in practical 
and scientific work, and traiming was given in 
technical work. A large number of women, it is 
reported, were placed through the Register, and great 
satisfaction with their progress has been expressed 
by their employers. 

There are still, however, many vacancies out- 
standing, and women are again being asked to 
volunteer. for this work. Among the vacancies are 
those for, in engineering firms, assistants m plan‘ 
ning, rate-fixing, and estimating departments, engine 
testers. works instructors, and jumor draughtsmen ; 
in Government research laboratories, as laboratory 
assistants and as research workers. Women already 
on vital war work can apply, but the question of 
their transfer will have to be decided by the Ministry 
of Labour. 

A general purposes committee has been appointed by the 
Building Apprenticeship abd Training Council. which Lord 
Portal set up at the Ministry of Works. which is to inquire 
urgently into apprenticeship and training and make recom- 
mendations. Existing schemes of apprenticeship training in 
fhe buildine crafts and the position of pre-cmployment 
education in junior technical schools, trade schools, ctc., 
will be reviewed, and measures for the employment and 
training of bows during the war and for dealing with youths 
and men on demobilisation will be considered.
